NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 23rd October, 2006 

S.O. 1814(E).— Whereas the Central Government has received a proposal made by 
M/s. Gujarat State Petroleum Corporation Limited, Block-15, 2 nd Floor, Udyog Bhavan, 
Sector-11, Gandhinagar - 382 011 (Gujarat) to the Petroleum and Explosives Safety 
Organisation for permission to import certain explosives by air from United States of 
America for oil exploration purposes; 

And, whereas the Petroleum and Explosives Safety Organisation is satisfied that 
the proposed import of explosives shall be used for oil exploration purposes and, 
therefore, necessary exemption may be granted from the purview of sub-rule (2) of rule 
31 of the Explosives Rules, 1983 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules) which 
prohibits import or export of explosives specified herein by air; 

And, whereas the Director General of Civil Aviation has in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 3 of the Aircraft (Carriage of Dangerous Goods) Rules, 
2003, granted necessary permission with certam conditions to M/s. Gujarat State 
Petroleum Corporation Limited, Gandhinagar, Gujarat to carry suGh explosives by air 
vide their permit number 317-DG/2006 dated the 11 th September, 2006 which is valid 
upto the 15 th March, 2007; * 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 
14 of the Explosives Act, 1884 (4 of 1884), and on the recommendations made by the 
Petroleum and Explosives Safety Organisation and the Director General of Civil 
Aviation, the Central Government hereby exempts M/s. Gujarat State Petroleum 
Corporation Limited, Gandhinagar, Gujarat from the provisions of sub-rule (2) of rule 
31 of the said rules, for import of the following explosives, the items and quantities of 
which are specified in the Table below, by air from M/s. Pipe Recovery Systems, 
Incorporated, 1462, Brittmoore Road, Houston, Texas 77478-4008, United States of 
America at Mumbai airport, namely:-

5) aircraft shall be parked at a remote place at the airport and an area of at least five 
Ihundjred square metres around the aircraft and the explosives v£tn shall be cordoned 
loff by providing adequate number of security guards in consultat ion with the Director 
[General of Civil Aviation before the transfer of explosives from aircraft to van begins. 
[The arrangement shall continue till such transfer is completed and the van is duly

5) [smoking or use of naked light shall not be permitted within the comoned area; and 
7) vans carrying the explosives shall proceed to the storage magazin^ licensed under the

during the transportation of the explosives. ;
